DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-7 and 14-16 are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

On February 26, 2010, the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences reversed 
the rejection of claims 1-7, 10 and 14-16 under 35 USC 102(a), and the rejection of 
claims 1 -7 and 1 4-1 6 under 35 USC 1 01 , while affirming the rejection of claim 1 0 under 
35 USC 101 . In response, the Applicant canceled claim 10 and no outstanding 
rejections have been applied to remaining claims 1-7 and 14-16. Claims 1-7 and 14-16 
have been allowed in view of the decision rendered by the Board of Patent Appeals and 
Interferences. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
